AT 8T, JOHN'S CATHEDRAL. 


St John’s Cathedral was epmfortably 
filled, yesterday morning, when’ a service 
was held, in common with other Churches 
throughout the British Empire. to return 
thanks for the victorious Artistice and 
to ask for divine guidance in the moment- 
ou, issues of the future The Rev. V. H. 
Gapley Moyle. taking as his text: « Bear 
yo one another’s burdens and so fulfil the 
jaw of Christ (Gnlatians c¢ Vi. 2) 
preached the following eloquent sermon ‘~~ 

For the last four years the first Sunday 
in January has been observed throughout 
the British Empire as a day of prayer Por 
God's blesging on the Allied arms and for 
Vietory, Jt is, therefore, only fitting that 
we should observe the first Sunday in 
this yoar nna day of thanksgiving for the 
victory which has crowned the efforts of 
phe Allied Powers. 

We thank God that the danger of Ger- 
man culture, which threatened to sweep 
away the very pillars of viviliaution and 
ChrieGinnity, hag been crushed, For the 
Jost four years the world has shudder- 
ed yt Che inhuman barbarities which have 
bern committed by the nation whe claimed 
to he expunents of the highest ely ibizadion. 
We have felt that such wickedness could 
nal allowed by Gad co jiresper for 
Jong We Allert the, 
Bibeerest syiepolhy for Chose unfortunate

Wr thank God for the valour of our 
soldiers and sailors and airmen, and for 
the wisdom which witided them to uilimale 
vietory. And’ we have reason co. thank 
God tor the rulers ef our Eimpite 
suppose that five years ago the mune of 
Lloyd George was anathenm to anany in 
this cougregation, but to-day | think the 
country ean thank God for bim, for he 
had thy driving power which was able to 
translorm our peaceful and peace-loving 
homeland inty au armed camp. and it was 
iu targe mensare due tu hin wise foresight 
that unify of command was achieved” in 
the eines of the Allied nations, How 
atrouvly the homeland feels the debt she 
owes to him and his calleagues is show 
by tie result of the general election, — 

And dec us thank God for the spirit of 
sympathy which the war ealed forth. I 
think the thing which struck me ntost 
When Jowas home tu Jit was the way in 
which all ‘classes and kinds of | peuplo 
secnivd to be drawn together by the cam: 
mon trouble ond the common danger. Mt 
was yery noticeable in nir-raids. There 
was a spirit of unselfishness and fellow: 
ship and helpfulness that was unknown 
in the days before the war, 1 suppose it 
was a reflection of the unselfish spirit 
which our men were showing in’ the 
trenches. It wes just what St. Paul liad 
jo his mind when he wrote: Bear ye one 
another's burdens and so fulfil the Jaw 
of Christ.”’ 

Now the unselfish spirit is the Christian 
epirit. It was Chliistianity which necus- 
tomed tnen ty duselfishiess, This is 
ecleurly acknowledged by a writer sa lite 
prejudiced in favour of Christinnity as 
the Jewish writer Mr. Claud Moutefore, 
who has recently writhen: ‘There ean be 
Jitthe doubt that che idea of self-sacrifice, 
of bearing ong another's burdens, of 
viewrious sacrifice, conscinusly, even volun 
tarily, undergone, and realised as the law 
of life, which 1s both inevitable and 
redemptive, is a contribution to human 
ethics of a distinetly Christin stamp. It 
bears a Christian superseription, and 
issues from the Christian mint.” Yet in 
spite of this we Christians had so far 
fuiled to show the unselfish spirit. that 
men had ceased to connect it with Chris- 
tianity. Let us thank God that the war 
has convinced us of our failure. and let 
at be one of the lessons which the war has 
tuoght us, the glory of unselfishness. In 
that spirit and with unselfishness as our 
ideal tet us go forward in the work of 
reconstruction which must follow the 
advent of peace. ‘ Bear ye one another's 
burdens and 60 fulfil the law of Christ.” 

"It is hardly. too much to e1y that in 
the past our whole social ant interna- 
tional system was based on_ selfishness. 
Writera on economics based thi ir theories 
on the iden of the “purely economic 
man,” so familiar to students 02 political 
econainy twenty years ogo. the nan who 
always sold in the dearest. mar'set and 
hought in the cheapest, and whose ruling 
power wag self-interest. Intelligent sel- 
fishness was relied upon as the best means 
of progress; selfishness was snidéto be the 
strongest niotive in human life: so the 
appeul was mindy to cits selfishsoss and 
individual selfishness. But even before 
the war men and woten were beginning 
to realise thie selfishness wis leading to 
a state of things which threatened revolu- 
tion, The war has shown ua that men 
and women have the power to rise about 
self-interest, and we must see to it that 
selfinterest. shall no longer he the. basis 
of our seciil and international system, 
Suciety has to be reconstructed an the 
unselfish motty: ' Bear ve ane another's 
barduns and go fulfil the law of Christ.” 
The exploiting of thy wouk by the a &

allowed to endanger the pence of others, 
but great nations and small shall have 
equal opportunities. 

I think we have a right to claim that 
the colonial policy (if there was a policy) 
of the British Empire hag been unselfish 
in the past. The opportimitics and 
advantages of our Colonics were not sel- 
fishly reserved for the British race but 
were open to all, Men of any race can 
come here and) enjoy all the advantages of 
British government. That was not so in 
the old days with the Colonies of Rome. It 
was not so in the days when Spain was 
the great colonising power, And it is not 
the case with all Colonial Powers to-day ; 
but it has been the key-note of the British 
Empire, and we believe it is a right 
principle. Of course, there may be, people 
who show themselves unworthy of such 
hospitality, who by their conduct and 
character prove that their ideals are so 
wlfish und ignoble that they are a danger 
to any country that reecives them. Such 
peopl: may have to forfeit the enfoyment 
of such privileges os are gladly given to 
others. But the British Empire in tho 
past has stood fur equa] justice and equal 
ights, and lomg may that continuc to b 
the case. Empire is a responsibility 
rather than a privilege, and we who are 
members of the British Empire must see 
that no selfish principles are allowed to 
gain the upper hand tn that Empire 

‘Bear ye one another's burden's and 
so fulfil the law of Christ.’ The future 
is bright with the promise of a better age 
which as at hand, when selfishness shall! 
he esteetned a crime and all shall work 
fur the common weal. Let us each ask of 
our conscience the question: ' Am 
hiving a selfish life, or am J helping to 
the ulinost of my ability to lear the 
hurdens of others?’ True happiness can 
never be secpred at the expense of othees 
That is as true of nations as of indivi- 
duais, We have seen the downfall of the 
nation that attempted to arrogate to 
bersel], for her own benefit. the guverning 
power of the world, and the terrible 
example uf Gerniany has shown the world 
that selfishness is not a working principle 
among paGions any more than it 1s among 
individuals. The League of Nations is, 
of course, far from being an accomplished 
fact. but it is recognised hy the feading 
statesmen of the world as the best 
guarantee of Suture peace. That marks 

beginning of a new era in’ world 

an era in which selfishness shall 

no longer he the guiding principle, but the 

dominant principle hal le the welfare 

of the human race. We thank God for 
that. 

“Bear ye one another’s burdens and 
so fulfil the Jaw of Christ.” We are 
allowed to-day to help a litulé in bearin 
the heavy burden which this war has Jai 
upon the wounded and disabled, They 
have accepted that burden as the price 
that had to be paid that you and I might 
be free. We cannot give them sight, we 
cannot restore their shattered limbs, we 
cannot give them back their health, but 
we can show our gratitude by giving 
liberally te those funds which exist for 
the alleviation uf iheir sufferings, ! aud 
that is the cayse for which our alins aro 
asked to-day. Let ua make the collectian 
worthy of its object. 


AT THE UNION CHURCH. 

At the Union Church, the Rev. J. 
Kirk Maconochie preached toa large con 
Kregation from the text: Gud be 
wercitul unto us and bless us, and cause 
His face to shine upon us. That Thy 
Way nay be known upon earth; Thy 
raving health among all nations.” He 
said : 

The spirit of these verses, which is 
that of this beautiful little J’salm 
throughout, is, we would fain hope and 
trust, the spirit in, which this first 
Sunday of the year ig being observed 
throughout the Empire, and perhaps else- 
where, A year ago to-day we assembled 
in great numbers to make our earnest 
supplicutions that it might please the 
Almighty Ruler of nations and men tu 
shorten the period of our fiery trial, and 
grant to the world a consummation in 
rightvousness commensurate with the tri- 
bulation and sorrow which it was passing 
through. 

To-day we express our humble grati- 
tude that that has been achieved, ond 
that we ure alive'to behold it. A year 
age few would have ventured to pro- 
phesy what has actually cone to pasa by 
this tine. Calculations about the date of 
the war's end had miscarried so often 


4that men bad given up making them—- 


excerpt, of course, those whe all along 
simply kept moving forward their fore- 
casts with the calendar, and were bound 
therefore to be right some day. We koew 
what war-weariness wos, ond Bo ever 
more did certain of our Allies. The 
conimon cry was, ‘' How long, O Lord?” 
Yet the soul of the nation never wavered. 
There was but one mind among us, and 
that held an unshakeable resolution 
~to tread the appointed road. to its’ 
very end. are 

The spirit displayed wag like that 
which found perhape it noblest expres- 
sion in medieval Europe from the Becot- 
tish Parliament in the days of Robert 
Bruce The aufferings of the little 
country had been cruel and long pro- 
tracted. The ecclesiastical authority of 
‘the time sided, ag too often sinec, with 
the big battalions, the Pope placing 
Robert and bis Kingdom ander the ban 
of exeommuniention. But Lorda and 
Commons assembled at Aberbrothock on 
April 6th, 1820, returned to the ‘Italian 
prelate their aver memornble reply. 

No peace would they make which should 
compromise ths complete independence 
of the renlm; nu King wonld they serve 
who would not stend by then in the 
struggle, 

Bo long as a handret Scots were left 
plive, they would continue the war for 
freedom, ‘ which,” said they, ‘no good 
nan lokea anvo with his life.” :

Its knell has rung: no man deplores 
its burial, no woman lays flowera on its 
tomb. Babylon ia fallen,.ig fallen, and 
the smoke of her torment ascendeth. 

Buch is #he change which one short year 
has brought, the year whose early part 
wag dark with threatenings and slaugh- 
ter, darkest indeed of al] in ono of ite 
hours, the heur before the dawn. Even 
now we are quite unable to realise the 
‘change. And just because the sense of 
relief is so immeasurably and incxpres- 
sibly great, otr thankfulness for do- 
liverance so overwhelming, our attitude 
is scriously humble for all its glad ex- 
hileration, and we are disposed to pray 
with the Pealmist, “God be merciful to 
us and bless us." bless us with grace 
rightly tu receive the multitude of His 
mercies, and to respond with a readi- 
hess worthy of their magnitude. He has 
indeed caused His face to shine upon us. 
We rejoice in the brightness of Hia 
rising, and we solemnly feel chat the new 
day into which -we are stepping is one 
in which He is calling us to a ‘longer 
service than even hitherto 

Some successes are sv great, and also 
so costly, that their effect is to suber 
rather than puff up those to whom they 
are granted, 

The strain, hag been so Jong, the 
balance so uncertain, at times even the 
possibility of defeat seomed so real, that 
when at last the triumph hag cone it 
has been received with a subdued and 
reverent mind. It is litth things which 
men boast about. It is the easily won 
sucorsses which intoxicate and inflate. 
It way Germany’s wars of a few weeks 
against Denmark and Austrian, and later 
of wu few montha with France, which fed 
her vanity up to the point of setting ont 
hilariously in August, 914, on the 
sprightly expedition from which her 
troups were tw come hack crowned, "be 
fore the leaves fell." 

There is not much boasting in Britain 
to-day, but rather & spirit of solemn 
thankfulness and wonder, mingled with 
a justifiable pride, not in our individual 
selves, but in the dear, brave, grand 
old country which under God bas been 
able to carry 6a heavy » burden, to do 
such signal service, nod to make such 
generuus sacrifices. 

To-day, 1 believe eur people are in the 
mind to seck for the  providential 
meaning of the events in which they have 
borne so large a part. We salute our 
standards.-never before so proudly—but 
the occasion is too great for mere flag 
waving. Like Israel of old ‘in’ the 
name of the Lord will we wave our 
banners,"’ and in the act there even comes 
before the mind's eyo the vast heroic 
host of the men who gave their lives to 
keep the ensign erect in honour, and 
still as ever, indced more now than ever, 
the flag of the free. Among the altied 
nations there is a fixed determination 
that the victory so costly must be put 
to the highest uses. An easier triumph 
would have more selfishly exploited, 
accurding to the old evil custom which 
has made one war always the seed and 
rout of future strife. But this war, so 
terribte, so costly, has been won not 
iners!y for the victors but for mankind. 
The Pence Conference which presently 
will micet will be inspired by larger and 
more generous aimg than any comparable 
congress which ever met before. 

Its deliberations will be controlled by 
the manifest fact that the whole world 
has in these days become one, so that 
if one member suffers all must suffer. 
It is no longer possible in the viu way for 
one nation to enrich itself at the others’ 
expense, and I believe that far better— 
the old predatory principle is being 
voluntarily and intelligently abandoned 
by the leading nations of the world. 

“That Thy way may be known upon 
the earth, Thy saving health among all 
netionn,” says my text, and is there not 
ground for hope that such is the-spirit 
in which the forthcoming pence will be 
considered 7 
“I may bo asked if we think human 
nature has changed. Well at any rato 
human beings appeer to have learnt. It 
ig pretty generally coming to be under- 
stoud that for the future the life of men 
in this world must go on upon a basiy 
of muturlism and reciprocity instead of 
the old antagonisms if it is to go at all 
in any civilised and tolerable way. 

Perhaps even in Germany, but cer- 
tainly everywhere outside Germany, this 
fearful war is leaving behind it a sense 
of shame, which should be the beginning 
of better things. Is there any thinking 
man or woman who doca not feel that 
such an’ outbrenk of carnage and destruc. 
tion is a reproach to cur very humanity; 
that it is a conviction recorded in the 
sight of the universe agiinst the prin- 
ciples on which lite on this planet earth 
has hitherto been carried on} Is there 
one who would not say that unless we 
enn find enough brains and heart, an 
well exercise cnough self-contro] to do 
differently for tho future, we do not 
deserve to-have-a future—unless, indeedy 
it be true that our race is under & curse, 
and continucd existence is its’ penalty? 


The statesmen who meet. forfthe Peade]. 


Conference are not going into abstract 
discursiona about the condition of humah 
nature, What they are going to attempt 
--nccarding to the utdernnees of leaders 
lies the American President ‘and onr- 
own Prime Minister—i# to settle a basis 
for national life which will give human 
nature a chaner it has not bad hitherto, 

The pence they look forward to ia not 
one whieh the conquering nations inland 
to exploit in their own favour regard- 
less af the gener counsels of wisdom 
and justice. 1t, is in the power of ; the 
victorious Alliea now to do ‘whatever 


‘ 
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"hey please in any part of the wide 


world, for there cists no power any- 
where which could oppese them with’ 


shecess. But’ the prospect creates no 
alarm, or tho contrary it is believed on 
every hand to hold a promise of greater 
safety ond happinoss than the world has 
over, enjoyed before. Tho late enemy, 
of course, deprived of his ill-gotten 
gaing and compelled te make restitution, 
is'for the shoment full of grievances, But 
no neutral nation is trembling, no well- 
behaved member of the world community 
fears the loss of aught that belongs to 
it. No small State sees iteclf about to 


be swallowed up, no natural landmarks 
of race, language or old affinity aro to 
be arbitrarily bartered amongst crowned 
heads and royal chancellors, not, a tribe 
in darkest Africa nor a coral atoll of 
the wide Pacific is to be sold or surrend- 
ered into slavery. 

But there are joy and relief in 
small and highly civilised countries like 
Switzerland, Denmark and Holland, 
whieh know they have but narfowly escap- 
ed absorption; there is a prospect after 
centuries of oppression for Poland, 
Bohemia and the Balkan peoples; Italy 
and Roumania have welco.ned their 
exiles home ; Armenia is for ever free from 
the yoke of bondage; the Jew wiil scon 
have experienced: the last of hia persecu- 
tion; the Arab is once more a citizen 
of a free Jand, whose deserts even already 
have began to blossom as the rese, nuw 
that the Ottoman blight is lifted fgom 
them, AL this is of good augury indeed. 
Turbulence and unrest. owe known 
we Over vast areas, anarchy arising, 
inevitably where auilitarism had of: a 
sudden to loose its powerful but degrad- 
ing hold But the time wil) come ere 
long when folly shall have spent itself 
and We shall see a return to sanity in 
Nussia, in Berlin. perhaps even in Catholic 
Ircland. Tie human race ig not mad, at 
least permanently, and even its vast 
ignorance and bigotry can only be ox- 
ploited up to a trtain point 

Let it be seen that the great Powers 
re ented at the Peace Conference do 
eerlously intend even-handed justice in 
n spirit’ of consideration and concilia- 
tion, and the feuds and turbulences of 
even the backward regions of the carth 
will presently die down. 

The result of the war has, happily, 
removed ay at least paralysed one potent 
cause of trouble, Only of lute has it 
become known how largely German 
intrigue wag at the bottom of the unrest 
and ‘disunion which has long afficted 
Russia, the Balkans, India. China, 
Mexioy and the South American repub- 
lies, and latterly even Ireland or our 
own British shores. Of course, the pos- 
sibilities of trouble existed in those 
regions, but they will now he free from 
the sceret and sinister outside agency 
who fomented sedition and atirred up dis- 
content. The general atmosphere to-day 
isjone in which responsible citizens every- 
whore are looking? toward peageful ad. 
jtetment rather than eontinued wrang- 
idg, for men cverywhere have become 
wénry of strife and appalled by its waste- 
fulness and misery. A stupendous task 
and an unexampled oppertunity_ lies be- 
fore the coming Conferrnoe, and, I repeat, 
we have reasou to hope they are not going 
to be thrown away. 1 think we may 
judge from many signs, that the nations 
in whore hands power now lies are honest- 
ly bent on seeking the common good. 

The parochislisn has gone out of our 
provera: “ God be merciful to ws and 
bless us’; -we do not stop short with 
the pronoun, We dare not. We are eon- 
strained by consciences nnd reason to add, 
as the Psalmist docs, the words which re- 
cognise that we have been saved to serve. 
In the selemn significance of the world 
situation to-day what nation which knows 
anything of God‘in Christ could ask 
simply that its own horn should be set 
on hight Whatever blessings we desire 
must he sought, not. for our own exelu- 
sive good, but that through us God’s will 
may advanced over the whole earth, 
His “saving health ''—rich and beautiful 
eXpression—among all nations. 

: at is true internationalism; not an 
impossible attempt to destroy love of 
country and reduce all mankind to one 
amorphous ainalgamation, but the ready 
recognition that every race and nation 
has its especial contribution to pour into 
the common -stock, its place to fill and 
its work to do in the large common- 
wealth. Manifestly this comes home with 
Peculiar responsibility to the large and 
sading nations which are advanced, 
powerful, and to-day victorious. They 
are the elder brothers in the human 
family. It is for them to lead the wa; 

and to shoulder much of the burden. Tt 
I mention in particular the two great 
members of the English-speaking commu- 
nity, Amerioa and Britain, it is not 
hat one overlooks others, but one 
as most right to speak -of one’s own. 
To these two has fallen hitherto a very 
large share of the white man’s burden, and 
now America, having settled in strength 
her own broad continent, has been drawn 
Perforce into critical contact with the 
affairs of the older world. Neither the 
English Channel nor cven the, wide 
Atlantic makes it possible for cither of 
these to go on living to itself alone. 

. There were many in both of them whoao 
creed it wns to Keep clear of European 
affnirs at almost any cost, But the call 
of humanity and, be it said, the demand 
of necessity also, overrides the love of 
isolation. From being ‘"too proud to 
fight’’ the stage of being ashamed. not 
to fight was soon arrived at, and, now 
comes the task of disposing under God, 
of the fruita of victory. 

We ‘veriture .to,. hope, and wo shall 
onrnestly pry that that great work will 
be cssaved: With o (wide vision anda 
Jntye unselfishness, in other words that 
it Wl be done after a truly Christian man- 
net nothing less ia worth praying for,
